It is believed that the disarmament 
of the Cuban rebels cannot be success- 
fully completed until the volunteers or- 
ganized by the Cuban Government are 
paid off, disarmed and disbanded. This 
is the position taken by the rebel com- 
manders and the provisional Govern- 
ment is disposed to yield to the de- 
mand. In some quarters the insur- 
gents are concealing their weapons. 
Gov. Taft said that he had no in- 
tention of turning back any portion of 
the expedition of 5.500 regular troops 
ordered to Cuba. He feels that this 
number is needed as a precaution 
against future trouble. Although he 
does not pay serious attention to the 
rumors of op|*osition to the disarma- 
ment of the insurgents^ he says that 
the troo|« will be sufficient to fully gar- 
rison the towns and will establish con- 
fidence amoung the disbanded insur- 
gents that they will not be imposed on 
by the municipal police or rural guards.
